Panama, January 13.—Early in December 
Canca valley was visited by a very heavy 
rain, The waterrose until many yards 
above the highest freshet mark designated 
by memory or traditions.

and North Georgia road, dnd 10 miles of 
the standard gauge from Wadley to Lou- 
isville.

We pre- 
sent where a pictorial representation 
of the chment which gives a fair idea 
of the astonishing simplicity of the ma- 
chine—a simplicity which misled manu- 
facturers who are accustomed to compli- 
cated machinery, and which has caused 
superficial observers to underratethe im- 
portance of the relations that must exist 
between the attachment and small farm- 
ing communities in all sections of the 
south. One prominent manufacturer 
dismisses the machine with the remark 
that it will never be used in large fac- 
tories. This fact is really the chief recom- 
mendation of the machine. It recommends 
itself chiefly to cotton-growing neizghbor- 
hoods, and is the basis of ultimate co- 
operation between the cotton-planting 
interests of the seuth, great and small. 
Capital cannot monopolize it. Its cheap- 
ness, apparent clumsiness and wonderful 
simplicity recommend it, not to manu- 
lacturers, but to the cotton planters them- 
| selves, who are desirous of pocketing the 
enormous profits that exist between the 
cotton in the seéd ahd the cotton in the 
shape of yarn. One of the attachments 
has recently been set up at Corinth, Mis- 
sissippi, and is in successful operation, 
and during the present year hundreds 
will go into operation in all parts o1 the 
south. Itis only a question of time. 
Those who are doubtful as to the utility 
of the invention need only wait until an 
attachment is in successful operation 
somewhere in their neighborhood where 
they will have time to examine its meth- 
ods and witness its success. 

Tae Tools of Providence. 

The Springfield Republican, comment- 
ing upon the fact that the exodus fever is 
gradually spreadipg all over the south, 
nips our hopes in the bud by remarking 
that there is small chance, after all, that 
the movement will ever take off more 
than the floating population. While 
even this would be in some respects a 
boon to the south, we are inclined to he- 
lieve that the exodus is about to go be- 
yond the designs of its instigators, and 
we are of the opinion that the coming 
spring and summer will put northern 
charity to a severe test. While we know 
that the real interests of the negro lie in 
the south, we also know his peculiari- 
ties of temperament; and we know, 
moreover, that as long as northern be- 
nevolence provides a fund for those who 
leave their homes, the stream of negro 
emigrants from the south will steadily 
increase until nearly the entire col- 
ored population has made» the ex- 
periment. Awhile ago, we made a sin- 
cere effurt to advise the negroes against 
this new folly, but we are convinced 
(not taking into consideration the 
welfare of the colored people, or 
the merely temporary interests of the [ 
southern farmers) that the movement is } 
not only calculated to subserve the best 
interests of tlfe south, but will solvea 
very serious and perplexing problem by 
removing the negro wholly from the 
arena of sectional politics. Both these 
results are to be devoutly prayed for; 
nevertheless we shall make no effort to 
promote the exodus. On theother hand, 
we shall not attempt to stay the tide. It } 
will open up the finest agricultural re- 
gion under the snn to all the possibilities 
that await the advent of a thriftier class 
of farmers, and it will remove the colored 
man forever from politics. He may de- 
cide political issues, indeed, but he will 
no longer be an issue himself. A new 
era will dawn upon the south. If the 
result we anticipate is finally brought 
atout we shall not. complain because 
providence selected as its most fitting” 
tools the unscrupulous politicians who 
inaugurated vhe colored exodus. 

An Opportunity | for Democrats. 
We have insisted, and we shall con- 
tinue to insist, that the democratic lead- 
ersin congress make the question of 
tariff revision a well-defined issue of 
party policy. It isa policy which would 
commend itself-to the great body of the 
people in every part of the country, and 
would even commend itself to honest 
protectionists—those who are in favor of 
protecting special industries instead of 
building up a system of monopolies. 
Upon such an issue, the people and hon- 
est men everywhere would be arrayed, 
not against the theory of protection, nor 
against any healthy industry, but against 
the abuses of the system and against the 
outrageous monopolies which these 
abuses have built up. Take the blood 
tax on quinine, for instance. No honest 
protectionist can be found who will de- 
fend that outrage. The New York Tri- 
bune, the leading protection organ, ad- 
vocated the repeal of the duty. And 
yet, this is only one example out of hun- 
dreds of items that might be subjected to 
revision or be repealed altogether. Take 
also the enormous duty on. steel 
rails. That is directly a tax upon 
the railroads, but eventually it comes out 
of the pockets of the people who travel or 
who have freights that must be trans- 
ported. Whether the railroads buy their 
rails at home or abroad, this tax must be 
paid, for while the demand continues, 
afid while the home monopoly is unable 
to supply that demand, the price of Eng- 
lish rails, duty» paid, will be precisely 
that of American rails. A-tax of $28 a 


tectionist can defend it. It is a tax upon 
the people in the interest of a monopoly. 
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currency—a controversy upon the points 
involved in the construction of the con- 
stitution would be timely and appropri- 
ate; and in such a controversy, with no 
light of experiencé to guide us, we should 
insist upon a strict construction of the 
organic law... Conservatism could do no 
less. But thereis no such question be- 
fore the people. A legal tender paper 
currency is notan experiment, It is a 
success. It has stood the severest tests 
that can be applied to a paper currency. 
It has survived a fierce war and a pro- 
l-nged panic, It has served the people 
when gold and silver were unattainable, 
and has protected them against some of 
the most direful results of business de- 
pression. How has it done this? Not 
because it was red2emable in coin, be- 
cause it was not so redeemable, but 
simply and solely because of its 
legal tender quality. John Sherman and 
Mr. Bayard say that this quality is with- 
out value, and yet for nearly eighteen 
years it has been the only value pos- 
sessed by the currency of the people. 
The poorest man coukl pay his debts 
with the greenback whether there wasan 
ounce of gold in the country; and when 
there was no more war, its*valne asa 
debt-paying currency steadily increased. 
The people had faith that the govern- 
ment would stand by its pledge made at 
atime when they were forced to loan it 
money. That pledge was that the prom- 
issory notes given to the people in re- 
turn for the money forcibly borrowed 
from them should be a legal tender with 
which they could pay their public and 
private debts. Now our position is that 
the question whether the legal tender act 
was technically, theoretically or really 
unconstitutional has no proper bearing 
upon the controvery. It is sufficient to 
know that the peagple have not been 
wronged, and that their interests have 
not been made to suffer. It is sufli- 
cient to know that no good purpos> 
would be served by stripping the paper 
currency of the country of its legal tender 
quality; that it would shock our financial 
system, and place itin the power of the 
eastern banks to force a suspension of 
specie payments. As for Mr. Bayard, he 
knows very well that his resolution will 
not be adopted, but he will inflict a 
speech upon the readers of the Congres- 
sional Record and strengthen his eastern 
interests. The whole affair smacks so 
strongly of the arts and purposes of the 
demagogue, that it is almost impossible 
to discuss the subject without doing un- 
intentional injustice to the motives of a 
clever, but very narrow-minded man.
